Tm Going Full Force' - Robert G. Moore

As much as anyone in Virginia Beach, milHcMiaire 
developer and builder Robert Glliam Moore is making 
the most of the city's eccmomic growth. 

By his estimates, this year alcme he has purchased 
between $35 and $40 million of prcqwrty, including what 
is said to have been two of the best farms in the city. 
Mowe, 54, is owner of R.G. Moore Building Corporaticm. 
He and his wife Frances control the business, which 
satisfies a payroll of 167 people. 

Moore specializes in custom made single family 
hcmies, although his ventures include office parks and in 
the near future cm the Chesapeake Bay, a 520-unit 
condominium. The subdivisions he has developed or is 
developing include Kempsville Lakes, Campus East, Red 
Mill Farms, Salem Woods, Shadowlawn, Regent's Qxirt, 
Wesleyan Pines, RosemcMit Forest, and Salem Lakes. 
Moore has alsodcHiated land to the city fot schools and to 
colleges for dcM^ns. In addition, considerable attenticm 



has been focused on the Kempsville Golf Course, which 
MocH-e has anopticmtobuy. He has said he would develc^ 
some of the land but preserve the course. 

Moore's aggressive building, for which he is now 
almost famous, is conducted with an air of ex- 
perience and blaze of conviction. Moore is not afraid to 
make a decision. Moreover, his decisions are tempered 
with an understanding of Virginia Beach's land use plan. 

"If you go out there and pay a lot more money than the 
land's worth and think you're grang to get an increase in 
density," Moore said, "the odds are 99% against you. 1 
can only speak for myself, but I know I wouldn't do it." 

Moore feels very strongly that builders should qjerate 
within the city's Canprehensive Use Plan, a document 
which outlines the city's (wdinance towards balancing 
city-wide growth. He said people are attracted to Virginia 
Beach because "we dcm't have all those smokestacks," 
and predicts p<^ulati(»i growth will remain craistant until 
it reaches half a milliai. (It now hovers under 300,000). 
Moore disagrees with some observers that securing a 
permanent and adequate watersupply for Virginia Beach

Student Draft Registration 



Editor, The Virginia Beach Sun: 

Young Virginia Beach men returning tocdlege this fall 
have found that their ticket to Federal fmancial aid is a 
letter Uoca the Selective Service System. 

A new Federal law, biown as "the Sdomon 
Amendment" went into effect July 1, and requires that 
any male student born during the years 1960through 1965 
produce evidence of registration with the Selective 
Service System be fore he can receive any Federal grant or 
loan under Title IV of the High Education Act of 1963. 

There is no military draft at this time, so registration 
merely provides a pool ofhundreds ofthousands of names 
of young men who would be contacted in the time of 
natioial emergency. If Congress later authwizes these 
men to be (X-dered to report for examinaticm each man is 
entitled toapply then foranyexempticMiordeferrment for 
which he qualifies. 

The "Sd«non Amendment" was tested in a 
Minnesota Federal District, and the U.S. Supreme Court 
entereda "stay" while the U.S. Government appeals the 
decisicyi by the District Court that the Amendment is 
unconstitutional. The effect of the Sup- 



reme Court action was to allow the Selective Service 
System and the U.S. Department of Education to require 
Selective Service registration before granting Federal 
financial aid to those required to register. 

Every man subject to registration can register in a few 
minutes at any Post Ofli<». He will then receive a letter 
<-^^cknowledging his registration, which will satisfy the 
Solomon Amendment. If this letter has been misplaced, 
the student can obtain the form printed below from his 
cdlege financial aid officer or clip it out of the newsi»per 
and mail it in as directed. A new acknowledgement of 
registration will be sent promptly to the student.

As the settlers moved west the bay shrank, and 
people no laiger expected to find china cm the other side 
of the Blue Rklge Mountains. But fui those of us who stiO 
live on its shore, Chesapeake Bay is a source of natural 
beauty, tradition, literary inspiration, and yummy 
seafood, During October, the Friends of the Virginia 
Beach Public Libraries invite you to celebrate all these 
facets of the bay. 

Launching the month-lwig series of programs on 
Sunday, Oct. 9, at 3 p.m. will be a lecture and slide look at 
the Virginia Pilots Association which guides all 
commercial ships into Hampton roads.

Moreover, from time to time 
various telephone customers have sought to be 
able to install their own telephone wiring within 
their premises, and certain telephone companies 
have filed tariffs with the Commission which 
would permit customers to install or to have in- 
stalled their own telephone premises wiring.

With openings 
for cold air to get inside 
your home, the extra ener- 
gy needed to keep your 
house comfortably warm 
could be substantial and 
expensive.

as much as 40 percent. If 
your house is air condition- 
ed, they can also save on 
summer cooling loss.

The 
clean, well-maintained 
look ol newly installed alu- 
minum windows will last 
for years and years be- 
cause aluminum will not 
rot, rust or deteriorate.

5) To install glazier's 
points (about every 4 
inches) lay e«rh point flat 
on the pane and press into 
wood frame with chisel 
point. 

6) Using long comcr- 
to-corner strokes, apply 
Elmer's Glaze-TUff with a 
putty knife.

Everybody's heard 
about those old-fashioned 
quilting bees where 
pioneer women got 
together for a few hours 
of socializing and work"^ 
Togetherness: that's the 
spirit of crafts. 

These days, though, 
you're more likely to find 
the typical craftsman (or 
woman) holed up by him- 
self (or herself) in a 
solitary workroom in 
some distant corner of the 
house. The "crafty" per- 
son has been practically 
banished from main- 
stream family life. 

That's usually un- 
necessary. With careful 
planning, many family 
rooms can serve as craft 
workshops, too. The Oc- 
tober 1983 issue of 
"Decorating & Craft 
Ideas" magazine shows 
how. 

The first step is to set 
aside separate areas for 
craft and non-craft ac- 
tivities. The second is to 
draw them together again 
through certain decorating 
tricks that give a room 
unity of design. 

The magazine's family 
room is intended for a 
quitter and a miniaturist 
(someone who makes 
dollhbuse furniture and 



scale models), although it 
can be adapted to other 
uses. The larger portion of 
space is devoted to a craft 
area and the remainder is 
taken up by a "conver- 
sation alcove," with plush 
love seats. 

. There's lots of storage: 
a must for stowing tools 
and materials. It's ranged 
along the walls, leaving 
the center of the room 
clear. Why? So there's 
plenty of space to operate 
the 8-foot-long solid 
maple quilt frame. When 
the frame is not being em- 
ployed, the quilting sur- 
face tilts up vertically and 
the whole apparatus fits 
flat against the wall. 

The storage includes a 
closet for compact power 
tools, complete with work 
platform and a fan to suc- 
tion off sawdust. 

The Armstrong 
Solarian no-wax fioor in a 
small tile pattern is a good 
"thread hider." The color 
is called "toast." And 
unlike carpet (installed 
only in the alcove) no-wax 
floors don't lend them- 
selves to pins finding their 
way beneath the surface, 
perhaps to pop out later as 
a painful surprise. Also- 
an important con- 
sideration for a craft (or 



indeed any) arca-no-wax 
floors are easy to clean 
and don't need much care. 
The unification of the 
decor--the drawing 
together of all elements of 
the room into a har- 
monious whole-began 
with the choice of wall- 
paper. It's a crisp, neat 
windowpane check 
(cream-colored stripes on 
a hunter --en field) which 
provides .e contrast to 
the clut v-r ,in the craft 
area. 

The love seats in the 
conversation ,alcove are 
upholstered it) a fabric 
color-coordinated to the 
wallpaper. This 

establishes a strong visual 
link between the craft and 
non-craft areas. The 
wallpaper and fabric are 
from the same source. 

The visual link is fur- 
ther strengthened by 
framing the arch between 
the alcove and the craft 
area in bands of the pastel 
colors found in the alcove 
furnishings. It's such sim- 
ple touches as these that 
give the entire space the 
unity it enjoys. 

Decorating accessories 
are-you guessed it-com- 
pleted crafts and work in 
progress. 
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Years of research are be- 
hind the energy-efficient 
refrigerators manufactured 
today.

Reroofing 



The cost of labor and 
building materials has 
some homeowners consid- 
ering reroofing as a do-it- 
yourself project. 

While reroofing is a 
project within the Icen of 
an experienced do-it- 
yourselfer, the Asphalt 
Rcofing Manufacturers 
Association cautions any- 
one thinking along those 
lines about potential haz- 
ards. High roofs or those 
with steep slopes and 
many dormers or gables 
are best left to profession- 
als. 

Roofs with slopes of 
four or five inches per 
horizontal foot are safest 
and easiest for a do-it- 
yourselfer. To determine 
the slope of your roof, 
measure how many inches 
it rises for each foot it 
runs. Before going ahead, 
ask yourself whether you 
can do the job as vv«ll as a 
professional roofing Con- 
tractor; whether you are 
comfortable working at 
heights and whether you 
have the time and skills 
necessary to get the job 
done. 



The basic tools required 
for roofing include a ham- 
mer, roofing nails, tape 
measure, utility knife, 
chalk line for pix>per shin- 
gle aUgnr 
for appU 
ment. Ah 

also helps to keep tools 
handy. Look into the possi- 
bility of renting ladders, 
scaffolding and a safety 
harness. 






Anyone considering 
reroofihg should also heed 
the following safety pre- 
cautions: 

• Wear rubber-soled 
constructbn-type shoes for 
secure fooling. 

• Apply shingles on 
clear, warm days, but not 
when it is hot. 

• Do not reroof in wet 
weather or when the tem- 
perature is below 40 de- 
grees F. 

• Reroof only when the 
roof deck and the shingles 
are dry. Moisture makes 
roofs slippery and danger- 
ous. 

• Secure ladders top 
and bottom and keep the 
roof surface clean of de- 
bris. 

• Lift only light loads. 

• Place shingles and 
tools where they won't 
slide off the roof and keep 
people away from the worl 
area.

That extra room you're 
looking for could be just a 
few steps away — in the 
basement. Because the ba- 
sics are already there, fin- 
ishing a basenient can be a 
considerably, less-expen- 
sive home improvement 
than either expansion or a 
room addition. Should you 
decide to handle it as a do- 
it-yourself project, you can 
save even more money. 

Before you go out and 
buy materials, however, 
there are two things to 
check - the local building 
code to determine whether 
the furnace and water heat- 
er may require a special 
enclosure, and the base- 
ment itself. Make sure it's 
dry. Inspect it after a 
steady rainfall . 



One idea you might con- 
sider, especially if there are 
children in the family, is 
converting the basement 
into a family room for en- 
tertainment and recreation. 

If the basement is dry 
and in fairly good shape, 
all you may need is wall 
paneling, a ceiling, some 
fiimiture and perhaps tile 
for the floor. Your local 
lumber dealer has a wide 
selection of western wood 
available for the project. 

The walls may need fur- 
ring strips to accommodate 
the wall paneling. Once 
the paneling is installed, 
consider cabinets along a 
wall for storage space. 
They can be framed with 
2x2 fir or pine. Built-in 



benches that meet in a cor- 
ner can be framed from 
western lumber. If they 
have lift-up seats, they also 
can be used for storage. 
This arrangement saves 
floor space for entertain- 
ing. 

For a custom look, uSe 
the same cedar or pine 
board paneling oh the door 
and drawers oC the cabinets 
as on the walls. The 
countcrtops can be used 
for a stereo or TV set or as 
a buffet counter for re- 
freshments. 

Ample overhead lighting 
and light-colored ceiling 
tiles and wall paneling will 
make the finished base- 
ment room appear larger 
and brighter.

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The Institute stresses 
that no matter what strik- 
ing or struck tool is select- 
ed, safety goggles should 
be worn for all hammering 
jobs.

1. A medium weight (16 
oz.) nail hammer — lo ac- 
complish the many house- 
hold projects requiring the 
use of the relatively soft 
common nail. Not for: na- 
sonry nails, cold chisels or 
other metal. 

2 A medium (16 oz.) 
hall pein hammer — for 
striking the very small 
hand chisels and punches 
and for riveting, shaping 
and for straightening 
unhardened metal. 

3. A three pound hand 
driltini^ hammer — for use 
with metal striking tool — 

I cold chisels, brick chisels, 
siar drills — and for 
hardended masonry nails. 

4. A magnetic tack 
hammer — for light 
chores. Has a magnetic 
face on one end to help set 
tacks before driving tiKm 
home with the other end. 

5. A 3>/2 inch half 
hatchet —for splitting 
wood and driving wooden 
stakes. Its striking face can 
be used fw driving c«n- 
mon nails.

Preparing For Frost

It may seem a little 
early to begin worrying 
about frost, but malcing 
well-laid plans now may 
av«d disaster and disap- 
pointment later. 

When the nights begin 
to reach 55 degrees F, it's 
time to acclimate your 
hcmse plants to return 
indoo's. Move them to a 
lower light area and bring 
them in at night. Most 
trcqjical house plants can 
be injured by low night 
temperatures that are well 
above freezing. Inspect 
them closely ftw insects 
and complete any pesti- 
cide spraying while the 
plants are still out-of- 
doors. 

If a pot has been in 
ccmtact with the sdl, you 
may want to soak it for 
several hours to drown 
any insects that may have 
entered the drain hde. 
Qean the fdiage and 
wash your windows to 
provide maximum light 
this winter before taidng 
the plants inside. Re- 
member, that will lower 
light and cocker tempera- 
tures, plant growth will 
slow down so less water 
and fertilizer will be re- 
quired. 



Begonias, cdeus, gera 
niums and impatiens can 
be potted up and moved 
indoors for added winter 
color. If this is not desir- 
able, cuttings can be 
taken and rooted in a 
glass of water to make a 
fresh start of young 
plants . Protecting your 
chrysanthemums, mari- 
golds, and other flowers 
frcMTi the first light frosts 
may prolong their flower- 
ing period through the 
warm Indian summer that 
usually follows our early 
freezes. 

If there al-e tender 
plants, such as tomatoes, 
in your vegetable garden, 
that may still hold an 
abundance of immature 
fruit when frost anives, 
plan to cover them during 
the night. Start coUecting 
baskets, burlap or canvas 
sacks, boxes, blankets or 
buckets to protect them 
from the frost. The warm 
days after the frost still 
will mature isome of the 
fruit as Icmg as the plants 
have this nightly frost 
protection. 

Summer squash, 
mel(ms, eggplant, cucum- 
bers, peppers and okra 



are some crops that can- 
not withstand frost and 
should be picked immedi- 
ately pritv to this happen- 
ing. Store the vegetables 
in a place where they can 
be held until needed for 
eating or processing. 

Coc^-season crops, such 
as cabbage, cauliflower, 
peas, broccoli and Brussel 
sprouts can withstand 
some cdd; in fact, their 
flavor is often enhanced 
after a frost. They cannot 
stay in the garden all 
winter, but do not need to 
be picked immediately 
when frost comes. 

Kale, spinach, ever- 
green bunching cmions, 
lettuce, parsley, parships, 
carrots, and salsify are 
crqjs that may survive all 
winter in your garden. 
Mulch these overwinter- 
ing vegetables with 8 
inches of mulch to prevent 
heaving of the soil. Most 
of these vegetables can be 
dug or picked as needed 
throughout the winter or 
in early spring. 

The average date of the 
first killing frost in your 
area can be obtained from 
a local Extension agent. 

Tom Brumback, Vir- 
ginia Tech agricultural 



meteorologist, explains, 
however, that althmigh 
these average dates can 
bfe used , to determine 
when the first freeze is 
expected, weather sys- 
tems and Ideal' effects 
largely detertpine the 
exact date »>" The first 
freeze of autumn forms 
when the air is relatively 
cool the day before. Be 
wary of cloudy daytime 
skies that prevent maxi- 
mum temperatures from 
reaching 65 degrees F. 
Freezes are especially 
likely when these cod 
days are followed by a 
clear night with little or 
nor wind. 

The clear night skies 
allow heat from the soil 
surface and plants to 
escape into space. Even- 
tually, if there are enough 
hours of this night time 
heat loss, plant tempera- 
tures will fall below freez- 
ing, usually just before 
sunrise. Since the ground 
and plant surfaces cool 
the most, any wind helps 
mix warmer air from 
above and thus reduces 
the risk of a freeze. Like- 
wise, cloudy skies at night 
reduce heat loss and 
freeze risks.

Page," "Little Mary Sun- 
shine," "Jacques Bret Is 
Alive And Well And 
Living In Paris," "The 
Student Prince" and "The 
New Moon." Who could 
ever forget Phil's touching 
performance as Willy 
Loman in "Death of a 
Salesman" and as the 
King in "The King and I," 
the first production at the 
Little Theatre on Barber- 
ton Drive. 

Phil also found a crying 
need in Virginia Beach for 
someone to do sound on a 
regular basis so he volun- 
teered. Over the years he 
has accumulated three 
miles of sound effects on 
tape, many of them such 
as mocking birds at day- 
break, crickets on the 
hearth, autos stopping, 
starting, racing at his own 
home. 

Phil sees a connection 
between his years as a 
salesman and his ability to 
act and direct. In essence 
they are the same. In order 
to sell you have to get in- 
side the person you're ap- 
proaching and become 
that person. If a salesman 
doesn't believe in his 
product he will never be 
successful, just as an actor 
cannot put himself across 
if he doesn't believe in his 
character. He also learned 
from his travels around 
the world to observe the 
people in the street and 
remember the characters. 
He spent a lot of time 
discussing with the local 
people how they feel and 
watching how they react. 
He^went to the theatre in 



France. Germany and 
Japan, and although he 
hadn't the faintest idea 
what they were saying he 
found he could follow the 
story through the univer- 
sal language of gestures, 
movement and expression. 
For six years, after his 
marriage to Ruby Jean 
Phillips in 1973 they 
cruised tlve southern 
inland waters in an 
authentic Chinese junk 
built in Hong Kong. It was 
a joyful experience, get- 
ting away from the 
ratrace, freedom from 
pressure and big decisions, 
time to think and of cour- 
se living and learning from 
other travelers along the 
way. Unable to keep away 
from theatre altogether 
Phil directed a show for 
the Marathon Little 
Theatre. 

Phil's first directing 
assignment was "The Front 
Page." As an actor he had 
always had his own ideas 
and made suggestions. He 
carries this into his 
philosophy of directing. 
"1 will listen to 
anybody's suggestions 
but reserve the right to ac- 
cept or reject. The director 
must have the final say on 
movement, delivery of 
lines and character 
because after all the direc- 
tor has the monkey on his 
back," he said. 

With his background 
and an outstanding cast, 
when "The Most Happy 
Fella" opens on October 7 
Phil Uhler will be doing 
what he enjoys most, 
giving an audience a fun- 
filled, moving, exciting 
evening in the theatre.

is the city's most pressing issue. 

"I've got to say, one thing we really need in this great 
city is roads," Moore said. "That's what our biggest 
problem is." 

Moore acknowledges a good school system and low tax 
rates in the city. His praise, however, docs not come 
without a warning. 

"If we don't get more industry into this great city we 
live in, I think our taxes will skyroclKt within the next 10 
years," Moore said. "Ido know the tax base of this city is 
going to rise. It cannot stay where it's at." 

Even if tax rates rise, Moore adumbrates that Virginia 
Beach will continue to be popular. 

"People want to cane to Virginia Beach," Moore said. 
"And I went on and kept going. Ididnotstt^. You've got 
to be a leader... and you've got to be able to mala a 
decision. I made a decision to keep gdng because I 
believe in this great area we live. 

"I did 743 units last year. Me and my son, in the first half 
atl9S2, we built right at halfof the hones built in Virginia 
Beach; and we've got about 400 c» 500 builders in all of 
Tidewater." 

But the growth is gdng to slow down unless between 
$500 and $600 million (Moore's estimate) of additicmal 
roads are buih. 

"Ifeellike the developers and builders will have tostay 
in the Comprehensive Han" Moore said. "I do not be- 
lieve that the city council or the planning staff is gdng tc 
sui^xxt any increase in density unless the roads are 
there; and in most cases the roads are there." 

Moore, like many other, feels that Virginia Beach is 
not receiving its fair share of road funding from 
Richmoid. He contends the present roads are 
"dangerous," and that "you cannot move armnd in this 
dty during the mining or late afternoon." He also 
contends, "basically, when the expressway was finished 
we needed another one." 

Moore doesn't tai» stock in suggestiwis that the city's 
future growth is dependent ai the city's water situation.

TTie Virginia 
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Economic Development Director Says 

Southern Residents Should Not 
Fear ''Massive Urban Sprawl''

"If you look at the farmland aloag Pungo Ridge," 
said Virginia Beach Economic Develc^ment IMrector A. 
James Debellis, referring to the stretch of land running 
south from Princess Anne Road to Back Bay to the 
Carcriina line. "You can only go a stone's throw beyond 
those farms and you're into Back Bay and water." 

DeBellis is the first to admit that he'd rather address 
industrial and canmercial, as opposed to residential, 
develc^ment. But in his position he is ccwiversant mi 
both. His department is currently planning to add a 
2,000-acre Oceana South industrial park, which would 
be located south of NAS Oceana, to its three other 
industrial parks and areas. He acknowledges that 



growth must move southward and wonders why Pungo 
or Blackwater borough residents would feel threaten- 
ed. 

"I guess they envision a massive urban sprawl," 
DeBellis said. "And I say that with proper controls that 
doesn't need to happen."

Wareing Seeing 
More People 
Bodybuilding

"Over 100 million Miericans are exercising in some 
way; over half the populati(»i. The figure has doubled 
since 1960." So says John Naisbitt in his number one 
best seller Megatrends. He views the change as a 
growing trend rather than a passing fad. 

Interest in proper nutriticm and diet has grown in 
conjunction with the desire to shape up. 

But what was it like before the boom? John Wareing, 
a Virginia Beach resident and the vanguard of the 
fitness movement in Virginia is qualified to prwide an 
answer. Jcrfm has always devoted himself to a life of 
health and physical fitness. The catalyst of his devotioj 
was his father, William Querri. As a youung man, 
William migrated to New York Qty fi-om Naples, Italy. 
He changed his name for socidogical reasons and fa- 
convenience. As J(An tells it, "People would ask 
William his name and he would say, 'Querri 
(Goo-air-ee)."Iheywouldsay, 'Where-ee'. So he 
changed it to Wareing." 

William became a well-known body builder and 
strongman in New Ywk. He created an act and 
perfwmed as "The Gdd Figurine" in Burlesque. 

"Painted in gdd, he would go from wie pose to 
another while the spotlight shined on him," Jrfm 
recalls. 

"He had his own gym on Broadway, and he later 
became a private physical culturist." 

Jean Harlowe and Douglas Fairbanks, Sr. were 
among his clients. 

"He established a record that stiU stands. He did a 
OTe arm lift (one arm side press they called it) with 227 
poinds. He weighed 165 pounds at the time." 

John started his fitness career as a b<wer in his early 
"teens." Ni that point, his fatter discouraged 
resistance exercise because it was bad for boxing. 

Jdning the Navy at the age of seventeen, Jdin 
continued beating but began to devote more and more 
time to weight lifting and conditioning. 

In the Navy, as in all phases of his life, J«*n 
perfcrmcd with distinrtion. White a turret gunner on a 
B-24 bomber, he was awartted the Flying Cross for 
shooting down a Japanese Zero during Workd War n. 
During the Korean War, he was given the Air Medal for 
rescuing pilots downed behiml enemy lines. 
• "That was really a hairy job!" 

Even in time of war, Jdm numaged to find ways to 
work out. 

"M Guadalamal iw would go out and chop us what 
was left of trees just to stay in shape. We would run and 
of course in those days guys would say, 'Look at that 
wacko running thrau^ the woods there!'" 

After the Korean War, John omtinued his Naval 
Mreer and his passkn ftjr {^^ical conditioning was 
greater than ever. Hfe cre^d a strongman act, and, in 
the tradition (rfhis firther, he became a performer.

In Hollywood, he perfwmed for national audiences 
three times on Art Baker's "You Asked Few It." He also 
made an appearance on the "Ed Sullivan Show" in 
New York. 

After his retirement from the Navy (he served twenty 
years), Jc*n fwinded Wareing's Professional Gym in 
Virginia Beach. That was over fifteen years ago- Icmg 
before the recent burgeoiing of various types of spas, 
health clubs, fitness centers, figure salcms and body 
building centers. 

Why are so many people fitness conscicms today? 

"People are smarter now. They have learned the 
value of their God-given health. And they have 
overcome many fallacies about resistive exercise such 
as, 'Lifting weights slows you up.' A person cannot 
excel in any sport without lifting weights."

I recently went to the catalog in on^ of our area> 
libraries to see what kind of bodes we had about duels i 
and all the things they do or we do to them. I expected to 
find subject headings in the catalog describing dec(^ 
carving, wildfowl hunting and bird identification. I was 
astcmished at what 1 found. 

I found books describing birds from the Artie to the 
Antarctic, from Canada to Costa Rica and from the 
Chesapeake Bay to Kenya. I found books describing 
birds in art, in literature, in poetry and in religion. I 
found that there are birds of prey and that birds are 
preyed upon. 

My mind began to unravel as I realized that there 
were probably in excess of 100 subject headings 
describing bodes and other information descriptive of 
birds. I'm sure we've all known a few rare birds in our 
life, and bird watchers and bird watching have certainly 
received their share of humor. I wouldn't have been so 
astonished had it stopped there. But the catalc^ rolled 
relentlessly on. I learned about aquatic birds and how 
to attract birds, I learned about bird behavior and how 
to classify them.

maintaining the pastural setting after development that 
the rural reaches of the city now enjoys. 

"If there is an asthetic threat, I don't think that's 
founded either," DeBelHs saM. "We have industrial 
buildings in Oceana West Industrial Park are that as 
good looking as any of our schpiris. One overriding 
factor, though, is that they want c^o space. Period. 
Unequivocal open space forever." 

History tells local residents, however, that as growth 
continues careful land use planning must also continue. 

"As the land mass diminishes the use of the land has 
to be more definitive," he said. 

Recycling buildings is becoming pc^ular, DeBelUs 
notes, which is in accordance with traditional cyclic 
growth patterns. Notably, a vacant bank on Hdland 
Road has been recently remodelec! to serve as a fast 
food Roy Rogers restaurant. A gasoline station on 
Edwin I>ive was transformed into a savings and loan 
bank. Both of these examples occured in what has been 
known as Virginia Beach's Green Run high growth 
corridor. 

DeBellis also adumbrates that some of the older 
properties in the resort Virginia Beach borough will be 
rebuilt because the "land is worth more than the 
buildings." 

Mayor Louis R. Jcmes recently said in The Sun that 
usually when the national economy is good, the Virginia 
Beach economy is excellent, indicating that as goes the 
nation, so goes Virginia Beach! DeBellis echoes Jones' 
sentiments, emphasizing that a good economic and 
financial marketplace should be in place before 
discussions on how land will be developed.

Commercially 
and industrially zoned land available for development 
totals appr(»(imateiy 3,500 acres. Much of that, 
although zoned properly cannot be used for commercial 
and/or industrial development because road networks, 
water and sewer lines are not in place. 

DeBellis said the city is absorbing about 60 acres a 
year, meaning that about that many acres a year is 
being developed either by the city or the private sector. 
DeBellis said in the future development of all kinds will 
continue and that no hard and fast rules over what 
percentage of the remaining land will be develc^d 
commercially or industrially. 

"Because of the nature of industrial development 
and the nature of business development it's a little 
different than going in and building a subdivision, for 
example," DeBellis said. "That market is dependent 
on pec^le buying homes. Our market is dependent on 
peqjle from, you name it. Ohio, California coming here 
because they have a need and they can produce on two 
acres of an industrial plant perhaps as much tax 
revenue that can be produced by a comparable number 
of houses." 

DeBellis said the profound growth patterns emerging 
in Virginia Beach "is not normal," but "the whole ball 
of wax has c^ned up" since interest rates went down.

"Back then, there wasn't anything like the body 
builders we know today. They would have a weight 
lifting contest consisting of three lifts: the clean and 
jerk, the snatch and the press. After the lift was over, 
all competitors would come out and stand on the stage. 
The M.C. would put his hand over each guy's head, and 
the audience would applaud for the one they thought , 
was strongest looking. The applause would decide who 
had the best body. But the body builders we have today 
are unbelievable. It's amazing what progress has been 
made." 

Much to the delight of the male population, women 
have become a big part of the fitness movement. And 
John Wareing was one of the first in the country to 
bring them into the fdd. He thinks that "women's lib" 
was a major influence. 

"Women have learned how important it is to 
exercise. But women's lib has been a big factor." 

"I was one of the first to allow wcMnen into a man's 
gym where they could break a sweat. It was all foreign 
to them. I can remember one of the women washing her 
hands in a urinal. What did she know? She had never 
seen one before." 

John recalls the skepticism of many of the women in 
the early days of the movement. 

"And breaking a sweat? They didn't evert know how 
to do it. And they weren't quite sure that you knew 
what you were talking about. They thought that 
exercise might actually destroy their virginity." 

Along with the change in attitude, women have 
changed their physical goals. 

"Years ago, they always said, 'Idcm't want to have 
big muscles.' Now a great portion of them are working 
very hard for exactly that. I don't mean massive 
development. But they want that well-defined firm 
looking body which in the old days was classified as 
masculine." 

What caused the changes? John thinks sophisticaticHi 
did. 

"It took time to find that a woman can become all 
those things (muscular and fit) without losing her 
feminity. A lot of pec^le weren't sure it could be done. 
But Lynn Conkrite started right here in the gym, and 
she became a wcvid's champion. So now w& know that 
women are just as capable as men of having a good 
body." 

Female athletes, particularly body builders, are 
much more socially acceptable today than they once 
were. This is in marked contrast to past attitudes. John 
saw the change c(nning. 

"Now, muscular females are nc« only accepted more 
by men but by women. Before, a muscular girl was 
condemned much mwe by wcnnen. h wasn't lady-like. 
There was something wrong with her. She had to be a 
lesbian or something. These are things they've 
overcome. 

Increased physical awareness and activity have 
created a new image for modern women. 

"Girls usedto be mych^jifmnper than the)i;«F«»n«Wi Jk 
sounds like I'm going back^a tfiousand years«.but Jn 
those days (the Forties) wher^a woman got to be thirty 
years of age, she was ready for the shawl. The reascm is 
that none of them were in shape. And toexercise - they 
didn't even know what you were talking about. For 
instance, Jean Marlowe's interpretatitm of staying in 
shape was to have a massage once a week." 

If you're thinking about shaping up, you should be 
willing to work hard and eat less. But beware of 
commercial diets. John is skeptical of all of them. 

"Everybody is I<x)king for the diet where yai can eat 
all you want and still lose weight. It sounds great, and 
they sell it every day on T.V.; but that's impossible. It 
all boils down to simple mathematics. If your calorie 
intake is greater than ycHir physical expenditure, you 
are going to get fat! There's no magic formula that will 
change that. They'll show you a guy who has lost three 
hundred pounds by going cm a particular diet. Hiere's a 
guy who used to consume 10,000 calwies a day or more. 
They put him on one of these diets where he's 
consuming ISOO eateries a day, and he loses weight. 
There's no magic to that! You can doit on any diet." 

Jdin feels that people should think more of modified 
eating habits and forget the word "diet." 

"Adiet is for someone who's sick. It all amounts to 
one thing: cutting down your calorie intake." 
So it may not be what you want to hear, but John says 




that self-denial is a big part of any weight reduction 
program. 

"You've got to starve the flesh in the body. People 
tell me everyday, 'I get dizzy and feel bad if I don't eat. 
I get tired! Well, if there's food in your stomach, the 
body feeds off the food. But when you're hungry and 
you're feeling tired, that's when the body is living off 
the fat. So if you feel hunger, it should be a gratifying 
feehng. h's much better than if you feel bloated cmt 
satisfied." 

If you're thinking that you're too old to begin a 
fitness program, think again! John maintains that 
anyone with normal health and under sixty can begin to 
work out. However, he emphasizes sensible exercise. 
And, as is the case with converts of many kinds, those 
who drastically change life-styles are the most ardent 
believers. 

"People who start (exercising) late in life are happier 
than ever." 

Conversely, John holds that a person should not get 
serious about training when too young. He feels that 
people should not begin training prior to the age of 
sixteen because they may experience a psychological 
burn out. Also, the body is not ready for weight training 
until sixteen.

Virginia Beach General Hospital is undergoing a 
two-year constniction and renovation project which will 
make the %3-bed acute-care community hospital a 
virtually new building. 

The construction work is being funded by a S21 
million industrial revenue bond issue, the largest ever 
signed in Southeastern Virginia, of which $17 millicm is 
for construction and equipment. 

The project will add 93,000 square feet of new 
construction, 54,000 square feet of renovation, and 125 
parking spaces to thne Hospital. There will be no 
immediate increase in licensed beds, but the number of 
private rooms will increase frtmi 43 to 95 with a 
reallocation of beds among departments .

handling. F(vage test 
now, before feeding, to 
insure a properly balanced 
ration and efficient 
utilization of hay. 

Baker noted that quality 
hay is a good source of 
protein and calcium, but 
that horses will not con- 
sume or utilize poor 
quality forage well. Hay 
must be analyzed in order 
for horse owners to 
properly balance their 
animal's rations.

Utility System Dates Back to 1906

Virginia Beach Public Works Director 
The water and wastewater utility system of the City of 
Virginia Beach originated with the incorporation in 
1906 of the town of Virginia Beach which comprised an 
area extending from Rudee Inlet to 25th Street. The 
original water system consisted of mains, wells, pumps, 
and an iron removal plant near the present 17th Street 
station. During the mid 20's a one million gallon storage 
tank and 16-inch diameter main were installed to 
provide for the purchase of treated water from the City 
of Norfolk. The water system was gradually expanded 
to meet the requirements within the town and of the 
City incorporated in 1952. 

Prior to 1963, sanitary sewer service was provided by 
private firms, the City of Virginia Beach, and through 
special sanitary districts. The wastewater facilities in- 
cluded a pump station constructed in 1906 at 14th Street 
and Pacific Avenue to serve the Princess Anne Hotel. 
This old station was remodeled in 1955 and has since 
been abandoned. 

In later years, as the town line moved as far north as 
49th Street, the central wastewater pumping station was 
built at 29th Street and Arctic Avenue. A tank and 
drying beds were built to provide what was considered a 
treatment plant. It was replaced in 1938 with a modern 
treatment plant which became the flrst municipal 
sewage plant in Virginia to remove nutrients. 

On Jan. 1 , 1%3, the County of Princess Anne and the 
City of Virginia Beach merged to form the new City of 
Virginia Beach-a 310 square mile City. Since the mid 
60's, Virginia Beach has experienced a rapid increase in 
population. This growth has placed large demands on 
the water transmission and distribution systems and the 
sewer collections systems within the City. 

On July 1, 1973, the City of Virginia Beach purchased 
all of the, then, Norfolk water distribution system 
located within the City of Virginia Beach for $5 million. 
This purchase increased the number of water utility 
customers from 5 thousand to 32 thousand. The con- 
tract further stated that Norfolk would sell Virginia 
Beach bulk (surplus) water. The term of the contract 
was for twenty years ending June 30, 1993. 

Since 1973, the City has purchased or taken over 
operation of several previously privately-owned water 
and sewer systems. This coupled with residential, com- 
mercial, and industrial growth has contributed to a large 
increase in water and sewer customers. 

On February 26, 1975, the Virginia General Assembly 
approved a change to the City of Virginia Beach Charter 
which would create, effective July 1, 1975, the Depar- 
tment of Public Utilities. At that time, the water system 
consisted of approximately 687 miles of water line, 7 
water pumping stations, 5.45 million gallons of stored 
water and 40,970 water services. The sewage system 
consisted of approximately 176 miles of sewer line, 98 
sewer pumping stations, and 13,900 sewer connections. 

Throughout the 70's and into the 80's, the Depar- 
tment of Public Utilities instituted capital improvement 
programs for the purpose of providing public water and 
sewer service for areas served by failing wells and 
lhalfunctioning septic taflk systems. Also, in an effort to 
provide a more uniform and improved service as well as 
meeting the growing demands of the more than 200 
thousand citizens of Virginia Beach, major private 
water and sewerage facilities were acquired by the City. 
By June 1980, Public Utilities had more than doubled 
in size since its creation in 1975. The water system had 
expanded to some 858 miles of water line, 1 1 pumping 
stations and 62 thousand water connections. The sewer 
system consisted of 609 miles of sewer line, 230 pum- 
ping stations, and 52,900 sewer connections. 

In 1980 and into 1981, Tidewater's worst drought m 
15 years coupled with the additional growing needs of 
the community, posed special challenges fo; Public 
Utilities and its 212,000 customers. The combination of 
one-third of normal rainfall and record consumption m 
Virginia Beach during 1980 depleted available water 
supplies at an alarming rate. Because Virginia Beach's 
contract with the City of Norfolk stipulated that only 
surplus supplies of water may be purchased, the quan- 
tities of water available to Virginia Beach were 
unreliable and limited. . . „ u 

To provide added water assurance to Virgmia Beach, 
contracts were negotiated with the City of Suffolk and 
Counties of Southampton and Isle of Wight to permit the 
construction of 5 deep wells for use by Virginia Beach. 
During periods of drought, these wells would be capable 
of pumping a total of 20 miUion gallons a day into the 
Norfolk reservoirs for transport and treatment through 
the Norfolk system to Virginia Beach. 
Realizing the constraints involved upon the City in 
using the five emergency wells and the limitcdness of the 
Norfolk system towards meeting Virginia Beach s 
future demands, the City extended its efforts in seeking 
a raw water source. Extensive engineering studies in- 
dicated that in order to provide for the health, safety, 
and welfare of the citizens, the City needed to initiate a 
water resource program which would be m place by the 
1990's Twenty-four (24) alternatives were explored in- 
cluding for example, fresh ground and surface water, 
jdesalting. expanding the Norfolk water supply system 
and withdrawal from Lake Gaston. Through such 
studies, the City Council, in 1982. selected the Lake 
Gaston alternative and directed Public Utilities to set in- 
to motion efforts towards obtaining the n«:«sfn' per- 
mits. Upon its completion in the early 1990s it is 
projected that Lake Gaston will be capable of fulfilling 
the City's water needs through the year 203(). 

The total plant value of Public Utihties' system has 
vastly increased in the last 8 years from some^ 
million in 1975 to its current value of more than $170 
million. Such figures represent a system of nearly 1 774 
miles of combined water and sewer Unes 14 water tanks 
having a storage capacity of 26.5 "»"'<>" 8f'°f'/ 
water pump stations and 258 sewer pump stations ser- 
ving approximately 235 thousand customers. This 
system is currently operated and m^f ^"'"l, ^y. VJSL 
of 300 employees utilizing some of the most advanced 
computer technology available. i„«i««-„ 

One of the first computer enhancements implemen- 
ted in 1978. was a computerized meter-reading system 
cSled the Otilicorder. The U.ilicorder ^J^^ 
recording device similar in size and weigh to a walkie- 
SkTe and allows meter readers the f^^^.'^ ^^^ 
meter readings by punching a key board^At the ^d of a 
reading day. the Utilicordcr can be directly inked into 
[S centra! computer and -^it 300 accounts in a mau^ 
of seconds. With the previous system, it ^»^nec«^ 
to audit and enter every ^^^mg mto a^P-^^ter^ 
minal individually. The City of '^''f"f.^\^J^^ 
first major utility in the Continental United States to 
utilize the Utilicordcr system. 



Public Utilities' Utility Control Center is another 
example of improved technology. This computerized 
system is manned 24 hours a day and evaluates such 
data as water pressure. How. and tank levels and alerts 
the operator of any unusual conditions in the. system. 
The Control Center has proven to be invaluable to both 
Fire and Public Utilities as more uniform pressures can 
be assured throughout the system, thereby providing 
good service both in routine and in emergency 

situations. . , 

A computerized hydraulic model of the City s water 
system is being developed and is scheduled for com- 
pletion this year. The model will be used to simulate 
conditions of pressure flow and demand and predict the 
impact and deficiencies on the existing system. Such in- 
formation should prove valuable for the City in plan- 
ning for its future growth and water demands. 



Library For Professionals

As business and in- 
dustry have contributed to 
the enormous growth of 
Virginia Beach, the com- 
munity's need for infor- 
mation in these areas has 
grown. 

According to the 1980 
census, 50% of the work- 
force in Virginia Beach is 
employed in professional 
or managerial positions. 
The Virginia Beach Public 
Library has responded to 
this information need by 
providing a business 
reference collection within 
its General Reference 
Bureau located in the 
Bayside Area Library on 
Independence Boulevard. 
The staff of this agency 
handles a wide variety of 
business related questions 
, on a daily basis. Requests 
- for information on com- 
panies for job interviews, 
identifying groups of 
companies so that an in- 
dividual can send out 
resumes, finding a com- 
pany when only the brand 
name is known, infor- 
mation on the state of a 
particular industry, small 
business startup 

requirements, stock 
prices, bankruptcy infor- 
mation, questions dealing 
with personnel 

management, pay plans, 
tax forms, taxation, the 
consumer prices index, 
grant sources, etc. are all 
within the scope of the 
library's services to the 
business community. 

The effects of the ser- 
vice are often long 
reaching. One patron who 
used the business collec- 
tion while a resident of 
Virginia Beach but has 
now moved out of the 
area, continues to call in 
questions from wherever 
he may be, Florida, 
Charlottesville, etc. 

Staff research also un- 
covers interesting facts: 
once asked about the laws 



governing the establish- 
ment of a tattoo parlor 
business in Virginia 
Beach, the librarian found 
that it was against the law 
to operate such a business. 
Often business people 
come in on a daily basis to 
read such materials as the 
Commerce Business Daily 
which lists federal gover- 
nment contracts for bid. 

The Virginia Beach 
Pubic Library has recen- 
tly acquired a new 
reference tool which it will 
offer in responding to 
business information 
requests when appropriate 
to the subject area in- 
volved. The DIALOG In- 
formation Retrieval Ser- 
vice offers more than 100 
data bases which contain 
over 40 million records. 
Technical reports, con- 
ference papers, 
newspapers, journal and 
magazine articles, 
bibliographies, patent in- 
formation and statistical 
references can be iden- 
tified. Full records, in- 
cluding abstracts, can be 
printed on-line or off-line 
at the DIALOG facility 
and mailed to the 
Reference Division. The 
DIALOG system helps to 
locate ntaierials on, a. wjt^ 
range of topics. Some of 
the data bases of interest 
to businesses include: BLS 
Consumer Price Index, 
Career Placement 
Register, Dun and Brad- 
street's Dun's Market 
Identifiers, Foundation 
Grants Index, Grants, 
Standard and Poor's 
News Daily, Trade and 
Industry Index and U.S. 
Exports. 

The public may visit the 
General Reference Bureau 
in the Bayside Area 
Library, 936 Independen- 
ce Boulevard for personal 
assistance in the use of 
business sources and the 
location of information or 
may request information 
over the telephone at 464- 
9485.

Profile On City Planning

Prior to the 1963 merger, the small resort city of 
Virginia Beach enjoyed a cooperative relationship with 
the surrounding County of Princess Anne in matters 
pertaining to city planning. When the City of Virginia 
Beach was formed by merger in l%3, the general duties 
and responsibilities of the new Department of Planning 
were outlined in the City Code. The departmeiit was 
charged with assisting the Planning Commission iji 
providing the City Council with recommendations "on 
all phases of city planning, including a master plan, 
zoning, and subdivision control;" the issuance and 
review of all street names and addresses; and the per- 
formance of all assigned tasks by the City Council and 
the city manger. 

During the I960's the 310 square mile area known as 
Virginia Beach grew from a rural community of 84,218 
residents to an urbanizing municipality of 172.106 in 
1970. This phenomenal growth continued into the 
1970's and reflected another decade of doubling 
population (1980-262.199). 

It was not until 1974, with the adoption of the Com- 
prehensive Zoning Ordinance and one set of official 
zoning maps, that the Virginia Beach Borough and the 
other six boroughs had the same zoning standards. 

The steady pace of growth forced yet another con- 
solidation of dual sundards: street and rural route ad- 
drissing. The difficulties experienad by rescue agencies 
and the uiKoming 19M mail-b^ck computerized census 
provided the necessity to assign street addresses to over 
1 700 rural route residences. The early 1970's also saw 
the creation of the Managed Growth Study, forerunner 
of today's Comprehensive Plan. 

The Planning Department began to undergo a period 
of reor^nization as a result of more specialization in 
the ar«B of housing, transportation, environment, 
regulation, and information. Clear lines of respon 
sibilities were identified, which resulted in the formation 
of three distinct divisions: Comprehensive Planning. 
Operations, and Management and Support. Today's 
staff of 31 perform a varied number of administrative, 
professional, technical, and clerical dotie.

'Sort Of A Magical Word' - E.S. Garcia. Sr.

"1 think for some years now. 'Virginia Beach' has 
been sort of a magical word," said Virginia Beach 
developer Edward S. Garcia, Sr. "Everything here is 
basically new. It's like opening up a new frontier." 

Garcia, like many other local businessmen, believes 
that Virginia Beach's popularity is tied to the city's 
youth and vitality, plus lower home interest rates. Since 
the market is relatively good, in addition to projects 
Garcia has completed, such as the Pavilion Tower, his 
company, E.S.G. and Enterprises, Inc., has several new 
residential and commercial projects underway . 

Among Carcia's efforts: a million dollar facelift for 
the Princess Anr>e Plaza Shopping Center; 354 new 
townhouses off Virginia Beach Boulevard behind the . 
liew Loehmann's Plaza; 354 units off Great Neck Road 
known as the "Woods of London Bridge;" 76 single 
family homes off Rosemont Road known as "Pecan 
Gardens," a 54 unit condominium at 4th Street and 
the oceanfront; a recreational water park off General 
Booth Boulevard; and a 60,000 square foot office 
building to be located adjacent the city's new headquar- 
ters library, 

Garcia said that as long as people continue to arrive in 
Virginia Beach there will continue to be a need for new 
housing. Consequently, Garcia says the growth line for 
the city will move south. 

"1 think the land's there and if there's a need we have 
to fill that need," he said. 

Garcia said property owners in the southern, rural 
part of Virginia Beach should not feel threatened by the 
potential growth. 

"I don't see Why they should feel threatened," he 
said. "If their neighbors can sell their property and 
make a profit on it, why should they feel threatened? 
It's going to be a matter of time before they sell their 
own land when the price is right. That's what it amounts 
to." 

Garcia said there still exists in the city a mild adver- 
sary rdbtionship between proponents and opponents of 
development. 

"I think the feeling still exists to some degree," he 
said, "but it's not a matter of people opposing it as it is 
a matter of ^I have mine and I don't want anybody else 
.taJyivcany.'" _ .^,.. 

Gafrta can't |>!!ipo»nt «rl»en' tfi^fittpBhuion growth 
may taper off, but feels the turning pofnf win be deter- 
mined by economics. 

"Supply and demand will determine if the boom will 
last or not," Garcia said. "I don't think, however, that 
the growth of Virginia Beach is going to slow down 
anytime soon. 

"Virginia Beach has a great number of young 
people," Garcia continued. "Therefore the population 
will continue to rise because these people will have 
children. If we had an older population I could see the 
population subsiding to some degree. 1 foresee Virginia 
Beach's population exceeding 500,000 by great num- 
bers." 

Garcia says the city needs more apartments, 
townhouses and one-half to one-quarter acre lots. In 
addition, according to Garcia, discussion over growth 
should be more over quality and not density. 

"I don't think people should be concerned over how 
many homes they're building," Garcia said, "because 
the number of homes they're building shows a need. No 
builder can build unless there's someone out there who 
has to have shelter. 

"There are a tremendous number of people here who 
are not from here," Garcia continued. "We're from 
here. We were born and raised here. We see the great 
numbers of people complaining about having people 
coming into this community and in doing so they're 
trying to circumvent another man from having shelter.

This plan, 
being prepared by a private con- 
sultant, is projected to be an 
element in the city's Com- 
prehensive Plan and serve as 
background material for many 
of the city's future land use 
plans. 

By definition. Back Bay is a 
large, brackish water body - par- 
tly salty and partly fresh - lying 
in the southeast corner of 
southern Virginia Beach. It is 
the home to many species of 
plants and wildlife. It is an en- 
vironmentalist's paradise, as 
well as a wildlife haven for 
anglers, hunters and nature 
lovers. 

Recently, the city circulated a 
special newspaper supplement 
on Back Bay. In it, it discussed 
why the local environmental 
resource is important and 
solicited responses from the 
community, on to what extent 
the area should be preserved. 
The supplement states that a 
final plan for Back Bay manage- 
ment will become an element 
of the city's Comprehensive 
Plan and will serve as 
background material for many 



of the city's land use decisions. 

Basically, the opinion is that 
Back Bay must continue to be 
monitored and catered to in or- 
der to ensure that the vegetation 
and wildlife existing there now 
will not just be present, but 
flourishing in the future. There 
are concerns, however, that the 
possible "uncautious" ap- 
plication of fertilizers, pesticides 
and herbicides and the "im- 
proper" handling of aninjal 
wastes can have serious effects 
on Back Bay., These threats, it is 
said, pose no hazards to human 
health. However, according to 
the supplement, "longterm in- 
troduction of agricultural sub- 
stances and by-products can 
promote the growth of un- 
desirable plants and limit 
desirable fish populations." 

Because the city is concerned 
about the welfare of Back Bay, 
there is reason to assume that 
Back Bay, as much as it can be, 
will be preserved. Back Bay 
abutts many farms in the rural 
end of the city, thus having a 
direct influence on flooding and 
irrigation. The preservation of 
Back Bay should not be impor- 
tant just to environmentalists, 
but to anyone who wants 
Virginia Beach to maintain its 
multi-colored complexion.

The wai»mii^thed the JwgeE- 
than-expected crowrf*jW*f 
weekend with rays -of ,lrope, 
happiness and pride durijjg the 
ground-breaking cerenionies for 
the Virginia Museum of Marine 
Sciences. 

The $6.7 million, 41,000 
square foot facility is scheduled 
to be completed in May, 1985. It 
will be built on a 20-acre site on 
Owl Creek, less than a mile from 
the Rudee Inlet bridge, and is 
expected to attract 300,000 to 
400,000 visitors a year. 

The musuem would not be 
becoming a reality absent the ef- 
forts of several very active civic- 
minded people. But while money 
and people are integral to the 
success, or even the initiation of 
any new project, first there must 
be a general desire for it. 

As Mayor Louis R. Jones 
noted at the ceremonies, 
Virginia Beach is the only city in 
the state with both the Atlantic 
Ocean and the Chesapeake Bay 
lapping its shores. The Bay 
ranks only behind the major 
oceans as a major supplier of 
seafood. Perservation of the 
bay is paramount to the well 
being to local watermen as well 



as commercial seafood 
businesses. The museum will 
serve to enhance public 
awareness of the bay, showcase 
aquatic life, and be entertaining 
as well as educational. 

Cynics barked that insoucian- 
ce would fall between the idea 
for the museum and its eventual 
construction. But ardent sup- 
, porters and a type of regional 
and state concern for the project 
brought civic and political 
leaders together for a cause 
which can only promote positive 
things for a city and state 
already proud of its marine 
resources. 

The museum will feature the 
state's largest aquarium, 50,000 
gallons, and will no doubt at- 
tract field trips from schools 
across the state, if not also from 
other places. 

The forthcoming Virginia 
Museum of Marine Sciences will 
captivate the public's attention 
until long after it is built. It is 
only hoped that the same spirit 
of cooperation which carried 
this project continue through to 
the forthcoming Virginia Beach 
Arts Center to replace the old 
center at 19th and Arctic.

The Navy, in tackling the ar- 
duous task of blending state-of- 
the -art military machinery with 
waterside residential com- 
munities, has released a 21-point 
noise abatement and safety 
program designed to make living 
with the air-cushioned landing 
craft less inconvenient. 

Included in the program are 
provisions for running the $10.6 
million, 88-foot troop and 
equipment carriers, including 
operating the craft three nautical 
miles offshore. In addition, a 
SO-foot high sound barrier 
would be built on the west side 
of Little Creek Amphibious 
Base, where the LCAC's are and 
will be stationed, to reduce the 



noise impact in Ocean View. 
Night operations, the Navy says, 
would not be frequent. 

Final approval of the recom- 
mendations must come from the 
Secretary of the Navy, John F. 
Lehman. Local residents are ex- 
pected to continue resisting the 
Navy's plans to built a base and 
locate as many as 56 of the 
vehicles here. But unless 
something new happens, the 
citizens' protests will not stop 
the coming of the LCAC's and 
their oi^rations base, but the 
public cries will certainly keep 
the military on its toes and any 
infractions of the noise or safety 
measures will certainly receive a 
loud response.

Maritime History At Library 

Standing in the watchtower of the Seatack lifesaving 
Station No. 2, now restored as the Virginia Beach 
Maritime Historical Museum, and facing the ocean, it 
becomes possible to blot out of one's mind the presence 
of twentieth-century Virginia Beach. 

Looking out across the wide expuise of water, the 
gravity of the resp(Misibility held by the surfmcn 
bccopics quite clear. , ^ 

In 1878, the United Stattfs Omgress had authcnized 
the constructicHi of a network of coastal lifesaving 
stations to render assistance and prevent loss of life. 
There were to be four located alOTg the Virginia coast 
from Cape Henry south to Little Island. Each unit, 
located six-miles apart, was intended as a 
self-sufficient unit including an all-purpose building 
with watchtower, a boat house, a surf boat, breeches 
buoy and other rescue equipment. The crews and their 
families lived in primitive quarters next to the stations. 

Life at the staticms was Iraiely and arduous with 
crews manning the stations year rmnd despite being 
paid CHily for a portion of each year. In addition to a 
lookout on duty in the tower, there were beach patrcms 
on foot or horseback. These patrols extended three 
miles toward the next station where they met a 
corresponding crew and exchanged informaticxi before 
turning back. 

Livesaving Station hio. 1 was located at Cape Henry 
and had the capability of telegraphing severe weather 
ccMiditions and shipping disasters toNorfcrik, 
Washington and Baltimore. Station No. 3 was located at 
Dam ^4eck Mills and No. 4, the southernmost, was at 
Little Island. The most famous lifesaving stations was 
Seatack Lifesaving Staticm No. % built in 1878. The crew 
of this station along with their families represent the 
first permanent Virginia Beach residents. 

Two of the most well known Virginia Beach 
shipwrecks occurred within sight of the Seatack Station. 
In April 1889, the fourmaster schooner Beitfamln F 
Poole mistook the lights of the Prin(»ss Anne Hotel for 
the Cape's lights and ran aground. The ship was to 
remain on the beach for almost a year and a half with its 
captain living aboard to protect it from salvage. Finally, 
in March 1891, the Poole was refloated during a severe 
northeast storm. 

The Norweiglao ship Dictator, bound for Boston from 
Pensacola, headed into Hampton Roads harbor during 
a storm in March 1891 . While doing so, a second gale

drove it ashore at 37th Street. Both Cape Wttay and 
Seatack Stations responded as did Princess Anne Hotel 
guests and residents. The lifesaving crews battled sixty 
mile an hour winds and high seas to attempt the rescue 
but were able to save only a few of those aboard. Due to 
joint efforts of Virginia Beach residents and their 
Norwegian counterparts, ^ statue was located at 25th 
Street in 1962 to commemorate this rescue attempt. 

The maritime history of coastal Virginia Beach yields 
fascinating stories, and artifacts. Toleam mate about 
this era of local history, you may wish to visit your 
nearest Virginia Beach Area Library, the Virginia 
Beach Maritime HistcH-ical Museum, or the Maritime 
Museum in Newp(Ht News.

to maintain clearer water in the tey and provide 
better habitat for desirable species of fish and 
waterfowl. The Back Bay Management Project 
has been studying this program and will present 
COTclusiais as to whether or not it is effective and 
how it may be improved. 

Back Bay Natianifileftige: At this preservation 
area, the group inspected a tide gauge maintained 
for the Back Bay Management I^oject. Tide 
gauges are placed at various pants around the 
bay and help to determine how much water depth 
changes due to tidal fluctuations and under 
varimis weather conditions. IXscussions at this 
stop centered on the quality of Back Bay's water 
and measures which can be taken to maintain and 
improve the bay's health. Also discussed was the 
status of aquatic vegetation in the bay, the decline 
in miifdl, and measures which may be taken to 
reintroduce a healthy aop of desirable plant 
species to Back Bay. The reduction of aquatic 
vegetation is otic factor which has been cited as a 
possible reascm for the recent decline of waterfowl 
(»i the bay.

in operation, a spray irrigaticm system for the 
environmentally safe disposal of animal wastes as 
fertilizer on row crc^ fields. Farming is thorough- 
ly COTipatible with the character of the Back Bay 
watershed and, if responsible agricultural prac- 
tices are followed, need have no adverse impact 
on water quality in the bay. 

Nawney Creek: One of the main characteristics 
of the bay being studied under the Back Bay 
Management Project is how soil erosion is 
affecting water quality. Water clarity may be 
impoiant in determining what plants, fish, and 
waterfowl are to be fcmnd in the Back Bay. At this 
stop, the group discussed how soil is eroded from 
the land and the degree to which eroded scnl finds 
its way into the open waters of Back Bay. Also, 
various other fact(»'s which contribute to dimin- 
ished water clarity in Back Bay, including salinity, 
wind generated tides, and reduced aquatic 
vegetation. 

Salmon's Farm: At this stop, the group was 
introduced to the operations of a hog raising 
facility. They discussed waste management in 
animal husbandry, emphasizing waste collection 
and treatment in an on-site lagoon. A properly 
operated waste treatment lagoon, used in 
conjunction with regular collection of the waste or 
its application on land with a spray irrigation 
system, will effectively assure that hog raising 
operations will have minimal effects on the waters 
of Back Bay. 



NOTICE OF PROPOSED RULES 

GOVERNING THE DEFINITION OF 

THE NETWORK TERMINATION INTERFACE 



The Virginia State Corporation Commission 
("Commission") proposes adopting riiles gover- 
ning the point separating telephone company- 
pfovided facilities and Customer Premises Wiring 
(CPW). The Commission proposes that a 
telephone company-provided demarcation device 
or network termination interface serve as the 
demarcation point between Customer Premises 
Wiring ("CPW") and telephone company 
facilities. The demarcation device would employ 
the industry's standard modular jack and plug, 
which permits the disconnection of all CPW from 
the telephone company network by simply 
removing the plug from the jack. 

The Commission has proposed these rules as a 
result of various actions taken by the Federal 
Communications Commission concerning expen- 
sing station connections and deiariffing customer 
premises equipment. Moreover, from time to time 
various telephone customers have sought to be 
able to install their own telephone wiring within 
their premises, and certain telephone companies 
have filed tariffs with the Commission which 
would permit customers to install or to have in- 
stalled their own telephone premises wiring. 

The text of the proposed rules can be examined 
during normal business hours at the Commission's 
Document Control Center, Floor BI, Jefferson 
Building, IBank and Governor Streets, Richmond, 
Virgin!; and during normal business hours at 
telephone company offices where customer bills 
may be paid.

Emotional Problems Stem From Childhood

Eariy Warning Signs 
Many of the emotional 
problems and stresses we 
oicounter in adult life have 
their roots during 
childhood. As children, 
we begin to develop 
characteristic ways of 
coping with problems 
which sometimes become 
fixed patterns later. 
Today, we will examine 
three of the early warning 
signs in childhood which 
may point to emotional 
difficulties that interfere 



with happiness and 
healthy development. 

With preschool 

children, a common 
problem is temper tan- 
trums. While most young 
children go through a 
phase in which tantrums 
do occur, sometimes these 
outbursts happen 
repeatedly and a child 
does not seem to outgrow 
them. This may be a signal 
that the child is having 
trouble learning to control 
his feelings, and there is a 
possible risk that such a 
youngster will develop a 
selfish attitude-the idea 
that by raising a fuss, he 
can frighten or force 
others into granting his 
wishes. A demanding child 
who gets his way by 
maaipulating others may 
later have difficulty accep- 
ting rules and limits in 
school and in the com- 
munity. This in turn, 
makes it much harder for 
him to succeed 
academically and to 
sustain friendships, as well

A second problem often 
seen with young children 
is called separation 
anxiety. This refers to the 
trouble that a child has in 
saying goodbye or being 
left behind, as for example 
when a parent goes to 
work or when the child 
goes to a babysitter or 
"dayc^are center. While it is 
normal for children to ex- 
perience grief and con- 
fusion at these times, and 
to show their distress 
openly by crying or com- 
plaining, it may be a sign 
of future trouble if the 
child docs not seem to ac- 
cept occasional 
separations after a reason- 
able period of time. In 
particular, persistent battles 
about leaving for kinder- 
garten in the morning 
sometimes indicate that a 
child feels insecure and 
worried about both him- 
self and his parent. Over- 
coming separation anxiety 
is an important step in be- 
coining self reliant and 
finoing a sense of identity. 

A third early warning 
signal which can be detec- 
ted in eariy childhood is 
hyperactivity. The abilities 
to sit still, to listen, and to 
concentrate are skills vital 



to learning. These skills 
tend to increase with age. 
However, there are a 
number of children who 
lag behind in this area. 
Some are so restless and 
easily distracted that they 
clearly stand out from 
their age mates. The 
hyperactive child often 
shows delayed develop- 
ment of coordination and 
may have a great deal of 
trouble learning and 
remembering. His disrup- 
tive .or destructive 
behaviors are often so 
aggravating that he 
alienates others, keeping 
few friends and becoming 
the target of numerous 
unsuccessful punishments 
from parents. Research 
has shown that many 
people who were hyper- 
active as children develop 
emotional problems which 
endure even after they 
have slowed down as teen- 
agers or adults. 



In future columns, early 
warning signs in sch(x>l 
age children and 
adolescents will be 
discussed. Effective ways 
of coping with these 
signals and preventing fur- 
ther problems will follow.

They think they're the only ones entitled to live in 
Virginia Beach." 

Garcia contends that if city officials want to ensure 
that development in the southern portion of the city 
doesn't get away from itself, it should purchase the 

property. , • w 

"If the city feels that they shouldn't develop m the 
south end," Garcia said, "well it's like the Navy saying 
they don't want any more encroachments around the 
naval air station. The Navy's going in, Uking our tax 
dollars to buy up that land to preseve, what they feel, is 
the integrity of the naval air station. If the city feels they 
don't want to go south they're denying those property 
owners the right to sell tteir land. So if they have a real 
strong feeling about it, the city should go out there and 
buy that land those peoi^e are trying to idl." 

Garcia says he is keeping active nowadays not so 
much for the money as he is to fill a need. 

"We've doing it for a number of reasons," he said. 
"We're not just doing it to broaden the city's tax base, 
which it will do, we're doing it to fill a need. Somebody 
has to provide for that housing need. Peoirfe need 
shelter and people Uke R. G. Moore, ourselves, and a 
great deal of other people see that need." 

Garcia is naturdly bncemed over the city's roads but 
he is more concerned about water. ^ 

"You absolutely have to have water. Life wouldn t 
survive without it."

Af fordability Gap 
Hurts Homeownership 



By Roger Pyle 

The gap between what 
the median family earns 
and what the median 
home costs is growing, 
continuing the decline in 
the national rate of home- 
ownership that began in 
1980, according to a 
recent study by the U.S. 
League of Savings Insti- 
tuticms. 

Before 1980, the rate of 
homeownership had 
climbed for the past four 
decades to a high of 65.6 
percent. It is now 64.8 
percent, with the rest of 
the nation renting their 
homes. ,. 

"Millions of families 
will be forced to remain 
renters during the cwning 
decade rather than 
become homeowners as 
they would have in ^t- 
vious decades," the 
study said. "One expert, 
Arthur Young, the U.S. 
Census Bureau's chief of 
housing, estimates that 
this number could reach 
10 million." 

The culprit, the study 
said, is what's called the 




affordability gap, ot the 
difference between the 
median house costs and 
what the median family 
can afford. 

"Affordability is the 
product, of a dynamic 
equaticxi in which the cost 
of money, families' dis- 
posable incomes, the cost 
of new and existing homes 
and the rate of inflaticm 
interact over time," it 
said. "For nearly 40 years 
- from 1940 until 1979 - 
these factors maintained a 
harmonic interrelation- 
ship. Home prices rose 
during many of those 
years, mortgage interest 
rates edged up over time, 
but families' real dispos- 
able incomes were able to 
keep up with - or even 
outdistance - increasics in 
the other two. Taken 
together, the factors con- 
stituted a positive equa- 
tion for homeownership 
opportunity." 

In 1956, for example, 
the median family income 
of a married couple 



headed by an individual 
under 35 years of age - the 
most important first-time, 
hcMnebuying group - was 
$4,700. The median home 
sold for $16,739. Housing 
became even more afford- 
able during the 1960s, but 
became more difficult to 
purchase during the 
1970s. Prices nearly 
tripled between 1970 and 
1980, and jumped by 
$16,000 in 24 months in 
1977 and 1978. "By 1979, 
the traditional equaticm of 
affordability fell apart. 
For the first time since 
1953, the median-income 
household could not 
qualify to buy the median- 
priced new hcMTie at the 
interest rates and terms 
available in the ccmven- 
tional market," the study 
said. 

As of July 1983, the 
median-income household 
faced a $16,250 deficit 
between the cost of the 
house it could afford to 
buy and the median-cost 
new house the market- 
place offered.

Want A Longer Lasting Car? 



Although Americans 
are driving less this year, 
this does not necessarily 
mean that vehicle mainte- 
nance can be reduced. 
Some components 
actually deteriorate faster 
in short-run operation and 
these can be particularly 
vulnerable to the ravages 
of cold-weather driving. 

Engine oil is contami- 
nated more quickly in cars 
subjected to short runs 
and stop-and-go driving, 
especially in winter, they 
say.

McMillin. of Kent, Wash- 
ington; and three other 
couples in three other vin- 
tage Model A's spent four 
months driving 16,000 
miles, and going 24,000 
additional miles by ship 
and plane, on a globe-gir- 
dling 24-country tour that 
found them paying with a 
shopping bag of Egyptian 
money for a flight to Bom- 
bay — and changing an 
axle in an all-night repair 
job in Syria s rocky empti- 
ness.

Engine-Starting Problems May 
Reflect Poor Car Maintainance 



For about two years, 
American motorists have 
been generally postponing 
needed car mainte- 
nance—a situation that 
could bring about an 
unprecedented rash of 
engine hard-starting head- 
aches this winter. 

Since early in 1980, ac- 
cording to Champion 
Spark Plug Company, 
millions of cars that 
normally would have 
reaeived maintenance have 
^jl^e'untuned. 

"'"With the advent of 
coki weather, these cars 
will face the challenge of 
U^ir lives just to start 
regularly, "Champion's 
Da\%i L. Walker, director 
Of automotive technical 
services, says. 

But, Mr. Walker 
cautions, the hard-starting 
phenomenon is not exclu- 
sively a cold climate 
problem. 

"Motorists in warm- 
weather areas generally are 
the most neglectful of 



engine maintenance. 
Then, when wet weather 
occurs, starting troubles 
b^n. In fact, Champion 
surveys found that more 
than three out of 10 
Pacific Coast motorists 
experience hard starting 
each year, and nearly one 
of every three in a 
Southern area including 
Louisiana and Alabama 
suffer annually." 

Understanding how a 
car starts is important, Mr. 
Walker says. Voltage 
available from the ignition 
system must exceed vol- 
tage required by the spark 
plugs to cause the oigine 
to fire. Defective com- 
pomnts, wear or improper 
adjustments of the igni- 
tions system adversely af- 
fect its ability to deliver sa- 
tisfactory voltage. 

"Evidence that the 
battery should not be the 
'fall guy' for starting 
problems also emerges 
from Champion's sur- 
vey," Mr. Walker says. 
"Of the nearly 10,000 



motorists who corrected 
starting problems by 
recharging batteries or 
purchasing new ones had 
high rates of repeated 
problems." 

He reports that 35 
percent of those who re- 
charged had at least one 
additional "can't start." 
Twenty-four percent of 
those who installed new 
batteries had continued 
problems. But, only 16 
percent of those who 
sought to correct starting 
ills with a tune up and 
spark plug replacement 
had repeated engine fail- 
ures. 

"We remain convinced 
that misinformed motor- 
ists neglecting needed 
maintenance is the under- 
lying cause of the nation's 
automotive starting prob- 
lems," Mr. Walker says. 
"The best way to reduce 
the rate of starting failures 
is for motorists to become 
aware of the real source of 
most trouble — untuned 
engines."

Maintenance Neglect Now 
May Mean Winter Woe 



Motorists who put off 
preparing their cars for 
winter should delay no 
longer, according to a 
joint statement from two 
veteran observers of the 
automotive service indus- 
try. 

"Based on the prevail- 
ing downturn in the auto 
repair business, we can 
assume there are a lot of 
people out there who have 
neglected to have their cars 
tuned in r«»nt months," 
says John Fobian, Ameri- 
can Automobile Associa- 
tion's director of engineer- 
ing. 



if this trend contin- 
ues," Fobian declares, 
"we can expect a rash of 
'caa't stirts' when cold 
weather arrives. 

"A severe cold snap 
could caioe a real crisis," 
Fobian points mit, "aiui 
there is a limit to how 
h«ivily service dealers can 
staff fcN- peak period emer- 
gency road service. The 
result could be abnormally 
long waits for. starting 
assistiuice." . 

The logical preventive 
measure is proper 
attention to electrical and 
ignition parts which are 



basic to startii^ dependa- 
bility. 

Preventative mainte- 
n»ce canmA be delayed 
inctefinitdy without pay- 
ing a penalty, adds Car 
Care Council President 
Arthur H. Ndlen, rqx>rt- 
ing that nearly half the 
cooling system hoses in 
cars on the road now are 
beaig rei^ced on an emer- 
gency, rather than a sche- 
duled, basis. This means 
thaf car owners are facing 
inconvenient and some- 
times costly repairs 
because they fail to plan 
ahead.

1. Inspect the radiator 
cap. Valves may be stuck 
or the rubber gasket may 
be hard and/or cracked. 
If so, r^lace tin cap 
using the cap using the 
recommend^l pressure. 
It is a fallacy that extoi- 
ded life am be given to 
an ming car by usii^ a 
kmer presnire cap. As 
the pressure is lowered, 
the boiling pCMnt of the 
coolant is loweral. Tem- 
peiYture warning lights 
are set to light at a 
specific temperature. 
Reducing the pressure on 
the system may render 
the car's warning system 
ineffective. Coolant may 
boil at a temperature 
below at which the light 
isactiviated. 

2. Inspect the condition 
of the coolant through 
the filler neck. Look for 
rust deposits which in- 
dicate a dirty cooling 
system. Cleansing of the 
system may be required. 
Drain off old coolant, 
flush the system and 
refill with fresh coolant. 
A flush is very important 
as deposits in the engine 
block and heater can 
only be removed through 
this process. So-called 
"permanent" antifreezes 
have lulled owners into 



thinking that the coolant 
need never be changed. 
Under normal operating 
conditions, the inhibitor 
package in the ethylene 
glycol antifreeze will 
break down and bwome 
ineffective through ex- 
toided usage. DepetKlii« 
(Ml the miles driven and 
other factors, iu effec- 
tiveness can be as short 
IS a yair. When the 
inhibitors become 
exhausted, the ax>lant 
no longer protects again- 
st corrosion of the 
radiator tubes, water 
pump and inside the 
walls of the water reser- 
voirs in the engine block 
and head. Never use pure 
antifreeze in a radiator. 
It will become slushy and 
will not provide the 
required protection. 
Consult your owners 
handbook for the proper 
ratio. Maximum freeze 
protection is 70 percent 
antifreeze and 30 percent 
water. As a rule of 
thumb, NARSA recom- 
mends a 50/50 mix. 
3. Check hoses and belts 
for signs of wear. 
Squeeze the radiator and 
heater hoses. Hoses may 
become excessively soft 
or hard and the clamps 
may be loosened in ser- 
vice. Replace hoses 



where necessary and 
tighten all hose clamps. 
Check the fan belt for 
excessive wear and 
cracks. Make sure there 
is proper tension on the 
fan belt. If it is too loose, 
it can slip and wear 
rapidly. If it is loo tight, 
the coolant pump 
bearing in the water 
pump can be overltMded . 
Replace the belt or ad- 
just tension as needed. 
4. Inspnrt the radiator, 
the coolant pump, hose 
connections and other 
fittings for rust or 
coolant dye stains that 
indicate leakage. Leaks 
often occure around the 
lop (inlet) hose connec- 
tion as the cooling 
system pressure is 
greatest here. Another 
place to check for leaks 
is on the seam .of the 
radiator tank where it 
joins the header. Heaters 
are also a part of the 
cooling system. A tell- 
tale sign of a leaking 
heater may be found in 
the passenger compar- 
tment. A drip or puddle 
on the passenger side 
would indicate the need 
for a heater replacement 
or fix. Another sign of

Smaller cars may bring 
motorists the extra miles 
per gallon they are seek- 
ing, but the fuel savings 
could easily "slip out the 
exhaust pipe" if they 
neglect the maintenance 
small cars require. 

"Smaller, four-cylinder 
engines have to work 
harder than larger engines 
to provide the perform- 
ance motorists demand," 
explains Dave Bowman, 
Technical Services Man- 
ager for Fram/Autolite, a 
major automotive parts 
manufacturer. 

For example. Bowman 
explains, the average 
eight-cylinder engine in a 
large car with an auto- 
matic transmission re- 
quires 1,663 revolutions to 
travel one mile. The aver- 
age four-cylinder engine 
requires 3,130 revolutions 
to travel that same dis- 
tance. 

"These figures can be 
translated into 'engine 
miles.' The odometer will 
read 10,000 miles but the 
four-cylinder engine will 
have worked the equiv- 
alent of 18,800 miles. 

"This extra strain can 
cause parts to wear out 
sooner. Therefore, more 
frequent preventive main- 
tenance is vital to prevent 
'engine miles' from taking 



their toll on your small 
car," says Bowman. 

"Unfortunately," he 
adds, "most motorists are 
not aware of the import- 
ance of small car mainten- 
ance." In a recent national 
survey of 22,200 motorists 
conducted for Pram/ 
Autolite by Market Facts 
Inc., more than two-thirds 
said they do not believe 
small, four-cylinder en- 
gines wear out faster and 
require more frequent 
maintenance. 

Bowman suggests mo- 
torists base maintenance 
schedules on their driving 
habits. 

"Four out of five 
motorists will need to 
follow the 'severe driving' 
maintenance schedule 
described in owners' man- 
uals," he advises. "Se- 
vere" drivers are those 
who primarily drive short, 
stop-and-go trips of 10 
miles or less, who drive in

dusty areas, who idle 
extensively, as in heavy 
traffic, or who tow heavy 
loads. 

To keep small cars run- 
ning smoothly and effi- 
ciently, the auto parts 
manufacturer has these 
maintenance tips: 

• OU A Oa FMcn— If 

you are a severe driver, 
change the oil and oil filter 
every three months or 
3,000 miles, whichever 
comes first. If you drive 
under "ideal" conditions, 
such as constant highway 
driving, change these i^rts 
every 6,000-7,500 miles or 
six months. 

• Spark Plugs— Une 

bad plug in a small engine 
is more apparent than in 
larger engines, so give your 
small car a tune-up at least 
once a year and be sure to 
replace all four spark plugs 
at the same time. 

• fu*l Fillert— Many 



small cars are, or will be, 
equipped with fuel injec- 
tors which improve per- 
formance. Therefore, 
check the fuel filter at each 
tuneup and replace if 
necessary. 

• Wheels and Tires- 
Smaller tires revolve more 
times per mile than larger 
tires. Check the treads 
monthly and replace the 
tires when necessary. 

• BcMs and Hose^ln- 

spect belts and hoses 
weekly for cracks, soft 
spots and other signs of 
wear. If you must replace 
hoses, replace them with 
flexible, rather than rigid 
hoses that can withstand 
the higher vibrations. 

• Cooling System- 
Check the coolant level 
and other components 
monthly. Flush the system 
and replace it with fresh 
coolant at least once a 
year.

Has a small dent in 
your car been bothering 
you? A little spray paint 
can help even an amateur 
correct this damage. One 
manufacturer, Krylon, 
has car colors to match 
the finishes of most 
makes of American and 
foreign cars.

When you turn the key 
to start your engine and 
your car just clicks, the 
problem may be a dis- 
charged battery. Or it 
could be nothing more 
than corrosion resistance 
on battery cables. Ac- 
cording -to the Car Care 
Council, the latter is a 
common automotive 
ailment and, like most 
troubles, it's easily pre- 
vented. 

The accumulation of 
corrosion causes high 
resistance to prevent the 
flow of current to and 
from the battery. A 
temporary remedy, which 
may get you started, is to 
gently twist the cable ter- 
minal clamps. Make sure 
all accessories are off 
before attempting this. A 
spark could cause an ex- 
plosion. 



Be careful not to twist 
the post loose from the 
battery! 

Twisting the cable ter- 
miiials may help make 
contact between the cable 
and the battery terminal. 
Should you make contact, 
enabling you to start yoar 
engine, the problem 
should be corrected as 
soon as possible by a good 
cleaning of the battery 
terminals and cable 
clamps. Your repairman 
can do the job properly in 
a matter of a few minutes. 
If you are a do-it-your- 
selfer, the Council sug- 
gests this procedure. 

I) Pick up the follow- 
ing items from your auto 
supply store to make tlK 
job easier and safer: a 
cable puller and plkrs; a 
terminal and clamp clean- 



ing tool and, most import- 
ant, safety g(%gks, if you 
don't alrouiy have them in 
your tool kit. Wear your 
goggles and wear old 
clothes. Also read the 
warning battery manufac- 
turers put on the battery. It 
usually is as follows: 

I>anger . . . batterws |m-o- 
duce explosive gases, keep 
sparks, flame, cigarettes 
away. Ventilate when 
changing or using in en- 
closed space. Iliis battery 
contains sulfuric acid 
which causes severe l»ims. 
If add ctmtacts eyes, skin 
or clothing, flush well with 
water. For contact with 

eyes get immediate medi- 
al attentkm. Keep away 
from children. 

2) Remove the battery 
cables. Start with the na- 
tive (-) or grounded cable 



first to prevent sparks 
resulting from accidental 
grounding of the positive 
terminal. 

3) Next remove the 
positive ( + ) cable from 
the battery terminal. 

4) Remove the battery 
hold down bracket (note 
the position of the termi- 
nals) and remove the bat- 
tery from the vehicle. 

5) Place the battery on 
the floOT near a drain and 
wash it with a sohition of 
baking soda and water. 
Do not allow any solution 
to enta the battery mils. 
After cl«ming, rinse the 
battny with clear watw. 

6) Next, inspect the 
battery tray and remove all 
signs of (X>rrosion, using 
the baking soda and water, 
then flush with clean 
water, dry and paint the 
tray. 

7) Inspect the cables 
and terminak. Replace a 
cabk wlwn it appears ilnnt 
for further service. When 
cables pass your inspec- 



tion, use your cable clean- 
ing tool and polish the 
terminals until they are 
bright and shining. 

8) Clean the battery 
posts. Be sure they are 
bright and shining. Then 
place the battery back in 
its tray, making sure the 
terminals are in the proper 
position. 

9) Install battery hold 
down bracket and battery 
cables. Start with positive 
( + ) first. The n^ative (-) 
grounded cable is con- 
nected last. 

After the cables are 
snugly tightened, you can 
protect them from further 
corrosion by covering the 
terminal with a coating of 
petroleum jelly. 

Note: If your battery 
appears to have a lot of 
corrosion on its cover and 
you need to add water 
often, it may be due to 
a high charging system 
voltage. Have your local 
serviceman check voltage 
regulator setting.

environment, with the climate that we have, for a 
location for a majw headquarters-type facility.

Center said there are several reasons for this resoun 
ding growth. 

"First of all we have the available land,'* he said. 
"We have the available, what 1 call the raw materials: 
I he land, the utilities and the financing capabilities. We 
have a very active economic development department. 
Tliey're doing a good job." 

As the public demand for residential and commercial 
property in Virginia Beach continues, land prices and 
asailability is affected.

Three Virginia Beach 
City Council members 
have withheld support of 
the final report of the Air 
Cushion Advisory Com- 
mittee because it would 
appear that the Council 
was trying to tell the 
Army and Navy how to 
conduct training. 

Councilman H. Jack 
Jennings Jr. Monday 
evening moved for ac- 
ceptance of the report 
which included a recom- 
mendation of further mit- 
igating measures to the 
Army and Navy in the 
operation of air cushion 
landing craft stationed in 
Virginia Beach. Council 
approved the moti(m by a 
7-3 vote with Mayor Louis 
R. JcHies, Vice Mayor 
Barbara Henley and 
Councilwoman Meyera 
Oberndorf dissenting. 

Jennings pointed out 



that Council would merely 
be asking the Army and 
Navy to consider the addi- 
tional measures. The 
Army and Navy have al- 
ready proposed some 
measures in relation lo 
the Army's L\CV-30's 
and the Navy's LCAC's. 

The Committee's re- 
commendations came 
over as too hardsell for the 
three dissenters, ahhough 
Councilman Harold Hei- 
chc^er. vice chairman of 
the committee, pointed 
out that the language 
used by the committee 
was taken from the Army 
and Navy style. 

Council did approve by 
a vote of 10-0 a resolution 
expressing gratitude to 
the members of the com- 
mittee who spent more 
than 500 volunteer hours 
on the problem. (Council- 
man Dr. J. Henry McCoy 
Jr. was absent.)

Public hearings on a proposed 85-mile pipeline to 
carry water fran Lake Gastcm to Virginia Beach will be 
held in Roanoke Rapids, N.C., Nov. 14 and in Virginia 
Beach Nov. 17. the Army Corps of Engineers said. 

The first hearing will be held in Roanoke Rapids High 
School and the sec«id in the Virginia Beach Pavilion, 
the corps' Norfolk district office said. Both hearings will 
begin at 5:30 p.m. 

Virginia Beach is seeking a crucial permit frcrni the 
corps to build the $176-milliCTi pipeline, which the 
resOTt city says it needs to meet growing water 
demands. 

The corps said last week that the pipeline would 
"have no significant impact" ot the envircMiment but 
added that it wcwld hold the two hearings before 
making a decision. 

Residents near Lake Gastwi, which straddles the 
Virginia-North Carolina bwder 90 miles inland, fierceh 
(^pose the pipeline, saying that it would deplete water 
levels in Lake Kerr, up-stream from Lake Gastai. 

Gov. Jim Hunt of North Cardina has vowed to go to 
court if the pipeline permit is issued. 

A public hearing held in Lawrenaville in August 
drew about 3,000 pec^le, and all but cme speaker 
exposed the pipeline.

Look Ahead 



For more than a month now 
The Virginia Beach Sun has 
featured a series of articles based 
on comments from several 
Virginia Beach city officials and 
builders. 

The series was designed to 
allow for an arena, a forum of 
ideas about how Virginia Beach 
has arrived where it is today and 
where it may be going 
tomorrow. Needless to say, not 
everyone agreed with everything 
the interviewees had to say. But 
what was said, be it pro- 
development or against develop- 
ment, was nothing more than 
opinions. And opinions are as 
important to the survival of a 
city as the First Amendment is to 
the press. 

Over the weeks readers have 
read about people attributing 
Virginia Beach's success to its 
clean community, low taxes, 
good schools and active city of- 
ficials. But another thread run- 
ning through Virginia Beach's 
big story of success is tied direc- 
tly to the condition of the 
national economy. 

As Mayor Louis Jones said, 
when things are going good 
throughout the rest of the coun- 
try, things are going great in 
Virginia Beach. By the same 
token, however, if interest and 
mortage rates begin to tumble, 
no doubt Virginia BeacfT #1H 
also feel those effects also. 

Virginia Beach knows its on a 
roll. Hopefully it will be a roll 
that will last for a long time. 
Virginia Beach is a young city, 
wrought with the same problems 
and uncertainities which accom- 



panied most cities during their 
growth. Compared to other 
Tidewater cities, though, 
Virginia Beach has some distinct 
areas. 

Virginia Beach's boffo growth 
has strained its water supply and 
in so doing has caused strain 
between Virginia and North 
Carolina. Virginia Beach's 
growth always has and always 
will pit developers iagainst con- 
servationists and environ- 
mentalists. Virginia Beach's 
growth and youthful com- 
munity, coupled with miles and 
miles of open shoreline, has 
given way to increased attention 
over illegal drug trafficking. 
These concerns, like a teenager's 
complexion problems, should 
subside as the city matures. 

In the final analysis, excluding 
some broad generalities, 
Virginia Beach's success story is 
inscrutable.

It is over this 
multi-colored road the city has 
traveled for the last 20 years.

Like a growing 
youngster, Virginia Beach is out- 
growing the trappings which has 
served it well for decades. It is 
now time to change to progress. 
It's time to look ahead to the 
future and in a spirit of 
cooperation, local civic, city and 
business leaders need to walk 
hand in hand to ensure that as 
Virginia Beach grows it doesn't 
lose the qualities of what made 
this city great.

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Learn From Where You Came 

It is almost impossible for Virginia Beach residents to 
miss the hoopla. There have been newspaper articles, 
full cokMT spreads in national magazines, plus 
announcements and ads everywhere. "Painting in the 
South, 1564-1980" has opened at the Virginia Museum 
in Richmond. ITiis nujor exhibition, which will 
eventually' tour museums thrcHighout the region, 
chronicles a long neglected aspect of southern life and 
culture. 

The show has also caused me to stop and reflect on 
my attitudes and feelings toward the South. Like so 
many Hampton Roads residents. I am a transplanted 
Yankee. But after living seven years in Mississippi and 
Virginia I have come to respect and admire this secticm 
of the country. I love its natural beauty, its wonderful 
food, its rich history and its exciting future. But a true 
understanding of the South requires more than just an 
appreciatiai of Spanish moss and country ham. 
TherefcH-e, I have often turned to the public library for 
help. The Virginia Beach Public Library has been 
especially useful. 



. Perhaps the most logical place to start is with bo(4^ 
on the history of the region. The library's cdlection 
covers the colonial period, the era when cotton was 
king, plus the Qvil War and Reconstruction. Finally, 
there are now many bodes being written covering the 
modern period. They detail how the South did indeed 
rise again. 

Any review of southern history would be incomplete 
without a study of the complex and emotion filled issue 
of race relations. The Virginia Beach Public Library 
covers the topic from various angles. There are slave 
narratives, ante-bellum and Gvil War diaries, detailed 
histwies of the Qvil Rights movement, biographies of 
important individuals and analyses of contemporary 
conditions. 

The library also celebrates the rich literary heritage 
of the region by ownmg the wdrks cf Faulkner, 
Williams, Welty, Walker and McOillers, tojuun^ just a 
few of the great southern authors., No study of the 
South can be comj^ete without reading the deep and 
evocative picture of the region created by these writers. 
To aid in that reading, the library also has numerous 
cirtical analyses oa these authors and their works. 

Finally, we turn to books which detail southern social 
life and customs. The region's folk tales, architecture, 
food and fdk art are covered in various publications. To 
come full circle, the library wiU soon have available the 
exhibiticHi catalog of "Painting in the South," a show 
which debunks the myth that the South had no 
important painters. 

If you are interested in learning more about the 
region we call home, stop by any Virginia Beach area 
library or bookmobile. I think you will be suprised and 
pleased to discover the wealth of information available.

Recently I attended the 
Eastern Naticmal Real Es- 
tate Conventicm and had 
the pleasure of talking 
with the chairman of the 
Senate Banking Commit- 
tee, Senator Jake Garn fix 
Utah. As yew might ex- 
pect, Senator Garn is a 
very intelligent, dynamic 
gentleman. He views our 
national ecwiomy in terms 
of three fteneral areas: 

(1) Budget 

(2) Interest Rates 

(3) mflation 

He sees the burgeoning 
deficit as the culprit cause 
of high interest rates - no 
big surprise. He sees the 
need, not to balance the 
budget ih the near term, 
but to pass legislati(»i, 
which he will spcmscx-, 
guaranteeing a yearly re- 
duction in the deficit so 



that the budget will be 
balanced in the \cmg term 
- approximately 30 years. 
This should cure our ma- 
jor budget sickness and 
keep interest rates under 
control. 

In the near term, he 
sees enough "slack in the 
economy" to keep interest 
rates at our present level 
fw 6-12 months. How- 
ever the burden of the 
enormous deficit must ca- 
use an increase in the 
interest rates socmer ot 
later. 

He di^w some interest- 
ing parallels to aid in our 
understanding of what is 
happening today. First, 
that the John F. Kennedy 
administration's total bu- 
dget was SI 06 billion. 

1. Today we are spending 



$130 billion per year m 
national debt interest. 
iohn F. Kennedy ran the 
whde (xjuntry on less 
than the interest we are 
paying on today's c^iidt. 
2.- Senate Gam indicated 
that the sdution to reduc- 
ing the deficit is not to 
attack military spending, 
but to bring entitlement 
programs under control. 
46 percent of the John F. 
Kennedy budget was for 
defense, while wily 29 
percent of the Reagan 
budget is for defense. 
Senator Garn proposed 
delaying Social Security 
benefits until 68 years of 
age for those who are now 
29 years of age as a 
solution which on its own 
would balance the budget 
in 36 years. 
3. We all need to bring 




into focus just how much 
$1 billioi is. His example: 
If you spent $1,000 per 
day fOT the last 1,983 
years, you would still be 
able to spend $1 ,000 a day 
for the next 700 years 
befOTe your billirai was 
exhausted.

Crawford Bay: One Company's Challenge 



To ' "Portsmouth Factor 

By MIKE GOODING 

Called by some a giant crapshoot, the real estate 
business is challenged by as many variables as there are 
possible combinations to a pair of dice. 

In Portsmouth, in addition to all your standard hin- 
deranccs, such as fluctuating interest rates and a 
sometimes unreliable economy, the real estate broker 
constantly does battle with another gigantic foe, 
something we'll call "the Portsmouth factor." 

This nemesis is peculiar to this town. By any other 
name, it could be described in one word-- "image," as in 
poor. 

Portsmouth, real estate people will tell you, is a hard 
sell, due in no small part to the media's depiction of the 
city. We've read it all before-crime in Portsmouth, 
retail decline in Portsmouth, high taxes in Portsmouth, 
urban deterioration in Portsmouth. And whether these 
types of talcs truly tell Portsmouth's full story or not, 
one thing is certain: if we're reading those stories in Por- 
tsmouth, you can bet that they're being read elsewhere 
by others, including a whole lot of potential real estate 
investors. 

The problems, simply, is this: a city needs always to 
attract new residents, but in order to do so, it must first 
attract new developers willing to invest their moneys 
and talent. That's where this Portsmouth factor comes 
in. Who would invest here? This is a bad place, or at 
least that's what you hear. 

Fortunately, there is out there at least one visionary 
development outfit looking beyond the image and 
taking a chance. They are Crawford Bay, Inc., a 
Newport News conglomerate that is putting 
finishing touches on 30 luxury townhouse units which 
overlook the Elizabeth River on Crawford Parkway 
near Olde Towne. ^ 

They go for $1 30,000 apiece, \frhich some may say is a 
prohibitive price tag. However, further examination 
reveals that we're talking about much more here than 
your basic townhouse. We're talking first class. 

To begin, each of the 30 dwellings is situated such 
that a clear view of the harbor is offered to all. Standard 
equipment includes hardwood floors and wall to wall 
carpeting, range, dishwasher, disposal, solid oak 
cabinets, built in wet bar, cultured marble vanities, 
fireplace, intercom and wallpaper in the kitchen and 
bathroom. If you want to be really fancy, you have the 
option of a Jacuzzi, a greenhouse, a built-in microwave, 
a humidifier, and much more. You could say they threw 
in everything but the bathroom sink, except they did 
that, too. Each home comes with fancily-sculptured ex- 
pensive fixtures. 

The point of all this is to attract new, high-income 
residents to Portsmouth. According to Gary Frye, 
Crawford Bay's director of Marketing, the gambit 
should pay off. 
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of view," he says. "Not only is it primarily a great place 
to live, but it also offers a better view than they do," he 
says, gesmring across the river to Norfolk. 

"Really," he adds, "we offer something they can't-a 
view of Norfolk. That's something they can't boast." 

But, Frye warned, despite the exquisite view and 
regardless of all the fine trappings, Crawford Bay will 
succeed only if people are persuaded to look l^yond 
what they've heard about Portsmouth. 

"1 think everybody will agree that there is a real 
problem in this area," he says. "There are skeptics out 
there who have certain ideas of what Portsmouth 
represents and it's going to take a lot to prove to them 
otherwise." 

With the development scheduled for initial sales and 
occupancy in slightly "more than one month, a 
promotional campaign is already well underway. "Our 
thought is if we bring our idea before the public enough, 
they are going to ask questions," says Frye. "We want 
people to be aware of the product. We're looking for 
people who are qualified who, once they are exposed to 
it, will determine .that Crawford Bay is a pretty im- 
pressive product." 

And just who is Frye seeking? "Crawford Bay is for 
the person who wants that downtown lifestyle," he 
says. And in a short time, Frye predicts downtown Por- 
tsmouth will become the place to be. 

"Once we get that new tunnel in here (scheduled for 
opening in 1987), it's going to make the difference bet- 
ween Portsmouth and Norfolk by nothing more than 
one street," he says. "With the ferry's arrival (slated for 
December) it will almost eliminate the need for a car 
altogether for the person who works down here as 
well." 

Frye likens Portsmouth's potential to that already 
realized in Alexandria, Virginia. Alexandria, like Por- 
tsmouth, is bordered by water, the Potomac, and about 
10 years ago went through a redevelopment process 
similar to the Priority Action Program for Central Por- 
tsmouth currently before City. Council. "You'd have to

be naive to think that things are going to stay the same 
here," he notes. "Just as Alexandria feeds off 
Washington, we're going to benefit from the 
redevelopment going on in Norfolk." 

But for all his grand visions, Frye says much of the 
success of rebuilding Portsmouth will be the respon- 
sibility of its citizens. "First, there has to be more con- 
fidence about Portsmouth from the people," he says. 
"It's important for the people to take on the commit- 
ment to better this city." 

He says a significant deterrent has been those in the 
community who constantly oppose any redevelopment 
effort. "Some people take a real backwards stance," he 



says. "They must be shown that new housing develop- 
ments, although they may decrease some property 
values slightly, will, in the long run, benefit everyone by 
broadening the tax base. 

"But we don't even need to worry about those 
people," he says. "With enough right-thinking people 
around, those with a vision for the future, those people 
will just disappear. For them, it will be like hollering at 
the freight train to stop." 

Portsmouth, Frye continues, is ripe for invesimeni, 
that success is within reach, and that Crawford Bay is 
just a small part of the entire process. "Opportunity 
abounds," he says.
